The  foregoing  presents  a  correct  statement  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  town.  The  debt  tlie  past  year  has  been 
reduced  $2,457  21. 

The  Selectmen's  report  of  last  year  showed  that  there  was 
due  the  town  by  way  of  reimbursement  claims,  $208,  with 
interest  on  the  same  ;  but  since  the  printing  of  that  report 
it  became  evident  to  the  Selectmen  that  $100  and  interest 
from  the  time  the  reimbursement  bonds  were  given  was 
due  the  town  of  Deering,  conseqently,  by  order  of  the  Se- 
lectmen to  the  State  Treasurer,  one  one  hundred  dollar 
State  bond  v^^ith  all  of  the  coupons  attached  on  the  first  day 
of  December  last  was  paid  to  the  town  of  Deering.  The 
balance  of  $117  33  appears  in  this  report  as  received  from 
the  State  Treasurer.  The  income  of  the  1500  legacy  from 
Sylvanus  Brown's  estate  has  been  nearly  all  expended  for 
removing  the  small  stones  from  the  public  highways. 

The  flannel  coming  to  the  town  from  the  late  Sylvanus 
Brown  estate  has  been  distributed  by  the  Selectmen  with 
care  and  discretion.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  following  report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools, 
and  their  progress  for  the  past  year,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

DISTRICT   NUMBER  ONE. 

For  two  years  this  school  has  been  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Annie  E.  George,  who,  during  the  time,  has  gained 
the  love  and  respect  of  her  pupils,  and  the  esteem  of  pa- 
rents ;  has  labored  for  the  good  of  her  charge,  and  the 
steady  progress  of  the  various  classes  attests  her  success. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  TWO. 

The  summer  and  fall  terms  were  well  taught  by  Miss 
Lana  S.  George,  a  lady  of  experience  and  skill  in  her 
profession.  Good  order  was  maintained  and  good  prog- 
ress made  by  the  scholars. 

Mr.  N.  B.  Ewer  in  the  winter  term  labored  earnestly  as 
a  teacher,  but  failed  in  the  government  of  his  school. 
Some  of  the  classes  made  fair  advancement. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  THREE. 

The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by  Miss  J. 
N.  Bradford,  and  went  forward  quietly  and  well,  showing

at  the  final  examination  the  good  results  of  her  careful  in- 
struction. 

Miss  Maria  M.  Parsons,  who  taught  the  first  term  of 
the  previous  year,  was  engaged  for  the  fall  and  winter. 
Her  school  still  continues,  and  at  a  late  visit  seemed  to  be 
doing  well. 

DISTRICT  NUMBEE  FOUE. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Noyes  here  made  her  debut  as  a  teacher 
and  performed  her  duties  successfully.  The  order  and 
methods  of  instruction,  as  shown  at  a  final  visit,  were  to 
be  commended. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  E.  P.  Shute,  it  be- 
ing his  first  experience  in  the  school  room  as  teacher. 
Mr.  S.  is  an  excellent  scholar  and  his  school  made  credit- 
able progress. 

DISTEICT  MJMBEE  FIVE. 

The  first  ofiicial  visit  of  your  committee  was  at  the  close 
of  the  term  of  1872-3  in  this  district,  taught  by  Joseph  W. 
Beau.  The  scholars  were  wide  awake,  prompt,  and  or- 
derly, and  had  evidently  been  under  thorough  drill  and 
instruction. 

A  promising  commencment  as  teacher  was  made  in  the 
Slimmer  term  of  the  present  year  by  Miss  Maria  L.  An- 
derson. Quiet  and  self-possessed,  she  was  respected  by 
her  pupils,  and  in  the  six  weeks  of  her  school  accom- 
plished all  that  could  be  expected. 

The  fall  term  continued  but  five  weeks,  but  they  were 
weeks  of  lively  pursuit  of  knowledge  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  F.  J.  Hughs.  Most  of  the  scholars  made  excellent 
progress.  In  penmanship,  too  much  neglected  in  our 
schools,  the  advancement  of  some  of  the  pupils  was  re- 
markable. 
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DISTRICT  NUMBER  SIX. 

Under  the  care  of  a  teacher  of  experience  and  ability, 
Miss  E.  J.  Rogers,  the  school  prospered  from  its  com- 
mencement to  its  close.  The  best  reading  classes  in  the 
toAvn  were  found  here,  and  also  some  of  the  most  advanced 
scholars. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  SEVEN. 

Miss  Ella  J.  Burns  had  charge  of  this  school  through 
the  season.  Good  order  was  the  rule,  and  the  result  of 
her  work  was  a  credit  to  herself  and  her  pupils.  Irreg- 
ularity of  attendance  interfered  with  the  studies  of  quite  a 
number  of  the  scholars. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  EIGHT. 

During  the  summer  term  this  school  was  taught  by 
Miss  Clara  A.  James.  An  accomplished  and  faithful 
teacher,  her  labors  were  rewarded  by  the  steady  improve- 
ment and  general  good  conduct  of  those  under  her  care. 
The  winter  term  was  instructed  by  Miss  A.  C.  Rogers,  a 
lady  whose  reputation  as  a  teacher  is  well  established. 
The  school  vv^as  orderly,  the  pupils  interested  in  their 
studies,  and  as  a  result  of  the  thorough  and  exact  teach- 
ing, the  examination  showed  that  the  best  results  were  at- 
tained. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  NINE. 

The  school,  though  not  large,  included  scholars  of  every 
grade  from  the  primer  to  those  advanced  in  branches  not 
commonly  taught  in  our  schools.  The  teacher.  Miss  F. 
M.  Webster,  stands  among  the  first  in  her  profession,  and 
the  progress  and  conduct  of  her  pupils  were  all  that  could 
be  desired. 
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DISTRICT  NUMBER  TEN. 

This  district  was  the  last  spring  united  with  No.  9  in 
Londonderry  and  is  in  the  care  of  the  committee  of  that 
town. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  ELEVEN. 

The  summer  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Ida 
F.  Sanders,  whose  kindness  and  devotion  to  her  charge 
was  met  on  their  part  by  good  behavior  and  a  fair  degree 
of  improvement.  The  winter  term  was  prolonged  for  sev- 
eral weeks  by  contril:)ution6  amounting  to  thirty-six  dol- 
lars from  citizens  of  the  district.  Mrs.  M.  Louise  Aiken, 
who  had  previously  taught  successfully  in  this  and  other 
schools,  took  charge  during  the  fall  term  and  fully  sus- 
tained her  good  reputation.  At  the  close  of  the  term  the 
various  classes  made  a  satisfactory  appearance. 

DISTRICT  NUMBER  TWELVE. 

The  school  was  taught  by  Miss  A.  C.  Rogers.  There 
are  but  few  scholars  in  this  district,  but  the  teacher  de- 
voted her  whole  time  to  their  improvement  and  their  pro- 
gress was  correspondingly  rapid.  A  somewhat  extended 
examination  of  individual  scholars  showed  good  advance- 
ment and  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  their  studies.

The  closing  school  year  has  been  marked  by  no  un- 
common events.  Our  schools  have  gone  on  with  but 
slight  interruptions  from  sickness  or  other  causes.  Teach- 
ers generally  have  been  well  qualified,  and  have  put  forth 
their  best  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  their  pupils, 
and  have  accomplished  good,  results.  Eleven  of  those 
■who  have  labored  among  us  the  past  year  had  previously 
taught  in  the  town  and  were  favorably  known  as  to  char- 
acter and  ability. 

A  great  lack  in  some  of  our  schools  is  Order, — the  first 
law  in  the  school-room  as  in  other  places.  No  pupil  can 
attend  to  his  studies  and  to  something  else  at  the  same 
time,  and  the  disorderly  conduct  of  one  often  takes  the  at- 
tention of  many.     Without  good  order  the  labors  of  the 
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teacher  are  to  a  great  degree  wasted  and  his  words  and  in- 
structions pass  by  his  pupils  "as  the  idle  wind  which  they 
respect  not."  It  should  be  required  of  schools  and  if  nec- 
essary, properly  enforced.  This  matter  is  commended  to 
the  attention  of  our  teachers,  who  should,  Mdthout  noisy 
proclamation  of  intentions  or  hasty  violence,  see  to  it  that 
from  the  commencement  of  the  session  their  pupils  are 
trained  to  habits  of  good  order  and  prompt  attention  to 
the  duties  of  the  school-room ;  and  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  desired  result,  parents  should  lend  their  aid 
by  impressing  upon  the  minds  of  their  children,  that,  as 
they  are  for  a  time  committed  entirely  to  the  care  of  the 
teacher,  so  the  teacher  during  that  time  should  be  re- 
spected and  obeyed  as  the  parent. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  in  the  press  of 
duties  upon  our  teachers,  reading  and  its  accompaniments 
are  somewhat  slighted.  This  should  not  be.  An  ac- 
quaintance with  pronunciation,  spelling,  defining  and  the 
correct  use  of  words  is  the  basis  of  sound  scholarship. 
Without  such  knowledge  the  student  is  often  crippled  in 
his  researches.  With  it  he  may  at  least  pass  unnoticed 
for  ignorance.  "A  man's  speech  is  the  measure  of  his 
culture  and  a  graceful  utterance  the  firstborn  of  the  arts." 
With  it  the  field  of  know^ledge  in  w^hatever  direction  he 
may  wish  to  travel  is  open  before  him.  To  the  instructor 
who  teaches  our  children  to  read  understandingly  and 
well  w^e  are  more  deeply  indebted  than  to  him  who  teaches 
the  higher  mathematics  or  the  classics. 

There  is  room  for  much  improvement  in  our  common 
schools,  in  methods  of  instruction  which  vary  with  the 
education,  experience,  and  with  the  physical  and  mental 
peculiarities  of  teachers, — i)i  habits  of  study  and  mental 
application  in  wdiich  learners  too  often  show  themselves 
indolent  and  apathetic,  and  in  text  books  some  of  which 
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are  constructed  with  more  reference  to  the  publisher's  in- 
terest than  the  pupils.  And  they  should  receive  a  more 
hearty  support  and  encouragement  from  parents  and  the 
community  at  large,  who  are  alike  interested  in  their 
growth  and  prosperity.
